GREETING: 


lea the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 


are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Millbury qualified to vote im elections, and in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hail, in said Millbury, on Monday 
the fifteenth day of March, instant, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act on the following Articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 


Zitteze | LO-near the reports of the several Town Officers, and 
committees, and act thereon. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary Town Officers ‘for the year 
ensuing. 


Art. 4. To bring in their votes “Yes” or “No” in answer to 
the question, ‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in this Town?” 


Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges and payment of debt for the year ensu- 
ing, and make appropriations of the same. 


Art. 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be payable 
and make regulations concerning the payment of the same. 


Art. 7. To raise and appropriate money for the care and im- 
provement of the Town Library. 


Art. 8. To raise and appropriate money for the care and im- 
provement of the Cemeteries. 
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Art. 9. To see if the Town will accept the list of names pre- 
pared by the Selectmen to be placed in the jury box, or take 
action relating to the same. 


Art. 10. To see what compensation the Town will allow mem- 
bers of the Fire Department for their services for the year 
ensuing. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money 
to be placed at the disposal of the Selectmen, for use in 
prosecuting persons selling intoxicating liquors illegally. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to choose the Janitor 
for the Town House in the same manner as the Tax Col- 
lector is now chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


Art. 13, To see if the Town will authorize its Treasurer to 
borrow money for the use of the Town. 


Art. 14. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of a 
suitable observance of Memorial Day. 


Art. 15. To determine the manner of repairing the highways, 
townways and bridges the year ensuing. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will appropriate any money for 
the lighting of the streets. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will appropriate any money to 
take care of the clocks on the meeting-houses in town. 


Art. 18. Toseeif the Town will appropriate any money to keep 
the sidewalks in repair. 


Art. 19. To raise and appropriate money to pay the expenses 
of the Committee on the Pollution of the Blackstone River 
by the Worcester chase or take any action in regard to the 
matter. 


Art. 20. To choose any Committee or Committees that ay 


be thought necessary. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against the 
Town. 


Art. 22. Tosee if the Town will accept of the town way, as 
‘recently laid out by the Selectmen, from a point on the Proy- 
idence & Worcester Railroad, near where: the same crosses 
Elm Street, thence in a southerly direction over the Black- 
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stone River toa point on Sycamore Street near the house of 
Cornelius Sullivan, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 23. To see whether the Town will pay to M. P. Shahan, 
fifty dollars, for rent and damage to tenements during the 
small pox epidemic, 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will appropriate any money to 
repair the road leading from Sycamore Street to house of 
Mrs. Mary Dunn, or take any action relative thereto. 


Art. 25. Tosee if the Town will build a sidewalk on Riverlin 
Street, from its junction with Canal Street to near the house 
of Louis Boucher, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 26. Toseeif the Town will instruct the Selectmen not 
to grant any Licenses of the Sixth Class during the year 
ensuing. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will allow James McDonald any 
Compensation for grading Coral Street. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will authorize the School Com- 
mittee to contract with Col. A. H. Waters for a supply of 
water for the schools on Waters Street. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money 
to build a new bridge over the Blackstone River, near the 
Providence & Worcester Railroad Depot. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will accept of the town way as 
laid out by the Selectmen, from a point on the northerly line 
of Canal Street near the carriage shop of the late Maynard 
Putnam, to a point in the old County road near the Franklin 
Howe house, so called, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


Art. 31. To see if the. Town will accept of the extension of 
Orchard Street, so called, from its present terminus near the 
house of N. E. Taft, north-easterly about 238 feet, as laid out 
by the Selectmen, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any 
money to widen, in places, the travelled part of the road from 
near the residence of N. H. Greenwood, to the house of 
James Price, or take any action relative thereto. 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will appropriate one hundred and 
fifty dollars to continue the sidewalk on the easterly side of 
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Sycamore Street from the termination of the present one, to” 


the road leading to the house of Cornelius Sullivan. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to put in a drain at the 
junction of Elm and Canal Streets, and raise and ap RGR 
money therefor. 


Art. 35. Tosee if the Town will vote to put in a watering 
trough at the junction of Elm and Canal Streets, to be sup- 
plied with water by the Cordis Mills, free of expense to the 
Town, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to build a sidewalk on 
the northerly side of Canal Street, and raise and appropriate 
two hundred dollars therefor, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Art. 37. To see what inducements the Town will offer manu- 
facturers to locate business in this town, by abatement 
of their taxes for aterm of years, or otherwise, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


Art. 38. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate three 


hundred dollars, to complete the improvements: in Central 


Cemetery. 


Art. 39. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
publish a list of all uncollected taxes in their annual reports.

REMARKS: 


On account of the general depression in business here, we 
have been obliged to aid more families than usual the past year. 
The factories being stopped the people have been unable to find 
employment, and especially widows with small children, who 
are willing to work if they could only find work to do, but 
being unable to get work they are obliged to ask aid from the 
Town. 


There have been several cases where the husbands and 
fathers have deserted their families, leaving a wife and several 
small children in destitute circumstances. 


We have aided 28 families the past year, consisting of 126 
persons, and 18 single persons, 6 in Insane Hospitals, 1 in 
Carney Hospital, South Boston, 1 of unsound mind, 1 in 
Worcester City Hospital, and 9 others. 


There have been 3 deaths at the Almshouse during the 
year: Mary Watt, Mary Courtney and William Aldrich. 


We have built a cistern at the Almshouse, (capacity about 
215 barrels) which has supplied them with water the past year 
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for all culinary purposes, an improvement much needed, The 
sewerage is now carried away from the house, making it more 
healthy. We have repaired and rebuilt some of the chimneys, 
to prevent accident in that direction from fire. We have also 
built a new hen house and done other necessary repairs. 


We would ask an appropriation for the Poor for the ensu- 
ing year the same as we asked for the past year, the sum of 
$3,400.00. 


We have engaged the services of Levi J. Green and wife

In every case the Engines responded promptly. 

We recommend that the Town extend the fire alarm system 
to West Millbury, at an expense not to exceed $150.00. 

We would also recommend that the sum of $100 be appro- 
priated for the purpose of building wharves for the steamers, 
as much of the property cannot be reached, owing to inability 
to reach the river, as in the case of Mrs. Dunn—for which the 
Department has been severely censured.

The Trustees have to report that they have unwittingly 
placed the new curbing in Central Cemetery partly upon land 
of which the Town does not hold the fee. The Trustees sup- 
posed the Town owned all the land lying between the wall 
recently taken away and Tyler Waters’ land, and as far easter- 
ly as Tyler Waters’ Canal, and that the only obstruction or in- 
cumbrance to the same was a right-of-way held by certain per- 
sons over it. After the curbing was nearly all set, the chair- 
man was informed by Col. A. H. Waters that the work was 
placed in part upon his land. He claims that he owns the fee 
in the land above referred to, and that the town only has the 
right of way over it, in common with himself. 

As the work was nearly done before the Trustees were thus 
informed, and as the Town would be liable for the contract, 
they thought it best to finish the work as far as they could and 


trust Col. Waters for a fair settlement of damages. The Trus- - 


tees have not been able to get a statement of damages from 
Col. Waters, and therefore recommend that some person or 
committee be authorized to make a settlement with him. The 
strip of land in question is about one hundred feet by sixteen. 
To make room for the improvement to the Cemetery, the 


hearse house was moved upon land of Mr. C. D. Morse, with 
his consent thereto, and with the understanding that it must 
be removed on due notice from him; and that the town is not 


to acquire any right by occupancy.

The past year has been one of increased usefulness on the 
part of the Library. The demand for works of fiction has, as 
heretofore, taken precedence of all others, but it is pleasant to 
note that the demand has been in a very large degree for those 
of the best authors. Dickens, Cooper and Scott have found 
many readers.-.-Of the two latter said James Russell Lowell 
ina recent address at the opening of a public library, “I can 
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conceive of no healthier reading for a boy, or girl either, than 
Scott’s novels or Cooper’s, to speak only of the dead. I have 
found them very good reading at least for one young man, for 
one middle-aged man and for one who is growing old.” . 

The departments of History and Biography have never 
before been so frequently drawn upon, and books from these 
are in constant requisition by the schools and the literary 
societies of the town. Such books are allowed to be retained 
beyond the usual time, within a reasonable limit. 

The wisdom of the town in providing a room for its Library 
so commodious, tasteful, and well adapted to its purpose, has 
been frequently commended by visitors, actively interested in 
such matters, in other towns in our own and neighboring 
states. It is believed that the classified catalogue, imperfect 
as it may be, has led to a much more intelligent use of the 
Library, and toward making it an important factor in the edu- 
cational agencies of the town. 

Numerous lists of books for the last purchase were furnished 
by different persons, and it is hoped that the same degree of 
interest will be shown in that of the present year.
